RACE FOR THE LINCOLNSHIRE HANDICAP ONE OF CALI FORNIA’S PRODUCING STUDS 



All the Favorites Beaten in England's First Big Flat 
Race of the Year. 



As has frequently been the ease before, tin* 
Lincolnshire Handicap of this year fell to all out 
shier in tin* betting and most of the big sums in 
vested in the choices in tin* future books remained 
in tlie possession of tin* layers. The race was con- 
tested by tin* big field of t wen t.v- nine starters over 
a heavy track. lamdmi Sportsman's account of the 
race and its summary being as follows: 

"The feature of tin* betting at last was tin* firm- 
ness of ltruff Bridge and tlie apathy with which 
Sir Berkeley and Monteitli were regarded by the 
public, who seemed bent on searching among tlie 
middle division for the winner. Tlie parade over, 
tin* band cantered down to tin* post, and Mr. Wil- 
loughby had no enviable task, as tin* twenty -nine 
runners gave Dim a lot of trouble Is* fore In* sent 
them away to a ragged and jostling start. As far 
as could t»* seen. Furious was one of tlie quickest 
to begin, and Seatwell. Monteitli. Sir Berkeley and 
Bruff Bridge all well packed, but the last-named, 
like Sir Berkeley, showed sjgqs ,,f having bail 
enough of ji a quarter of a mile from home, and 
Monteiiil was beaten below the distance, when Scat 
well put in a gallant effort,, hut could make im 
impression <>n Furious, which runic on with surpris- 
ing dash to score easily by three lengths, and thus 
blossomed from a first-class hurdle racer into a 
Lincolnshire Handicap winner. The connections of 
the stable were good winners, and Mr. llatry, who 
is comparatively a newcomer to tlie turf, made a 
good bargain when In* bought Furore. Kurin and 
Furious out of Mr. T.-ilmr's stable. No doubt Seat- 
well would have been better served by firmer going, 
and it was unlucky to beat all the others while 
finding one too many for liimsclf. Monteitli ap- 
peared to be beaten without any extenuating cir- 
cumstances. but Sir Berkeley is a dead wrong 'im. 
as he was running well until Dnnoghue asked him 
for a little extra effort, when be cut it. and 
would have done anything rather than race.”

Some of them 
hardly know a horse from a cow, so to apeak.”

Fine Band of Young Runnymede Foals Now at the 
Spreckels Napa Stud Farm.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal.. April 13.- — In order 
to give his Voter stallion Kiinnyniede the 
fullest opportunity to demonstrate his worth 
in the stud A. It. Spreckels is sending the great 
majority of his choicely bred brood mares to tin* 
court of tin* band sonic chestnut. Horsemen who 
have visited Mr. Spreckels’ Napa Slock Farm in the 
beautiful Napa Valley recently and inspected criti- 
I cii Illy the yearling sons and daughters of Runny - 
mede are unanimous in saying Itiiiinyniedc is des- 
tined lo take bis place along with Brutus. Water 
cre-s, Eni|iernr of Norfolk and other sires in shedding 
dnstry hereabouts with the present revival. The 
twelve-year-old son of Voter and the Domino mare 
Running Stream is only “getting into his stride” 
as a sire, li is first progeny having raced a little 
more than a year ago. The present band of year- 
lings lias impressed extremely favorably men who 
have seen all of the hundred or more yearlings 
on t In* various farms in this stale. 

D is fitting that the Napa Stork Farm should l„* 
"carrying on” in such a successful manner, as it 
connects tlie old golden days of tlie breeding in- 
dustry hereabouts with the present revival. The 
Spreckels "ranch.” as the Napa people call it. was 
turning i.ui winners way hack in the nineties and 
right now holds tin* proud position of breeding 
more winners than any other place in tin* country 
with tin* exception of three of the mammoth es- 
tablishments of the eastern states. 

Twelve of the fifteen yearlings frisking about 
at their heart's content in tin* spacious paddocks 
of Mr. Spreckels’ farm, the stern business of racing 
being yet a tiling of the distant future, are Runny - 
medes. The other three are by Voorhces. the sire of 
Madge F. and other speedy ones. Eight of the 
Runny modi* yearlings are fillies and lie lias pretty 
well marked them with bis own color, seven of Hie 
eight being ciiestnuts. All of tin* colts are 
chestnuts, too. except a little brown fellow, dam 
tin* Dr. I.eggo mare Hyniir. Tin* fillies are a re- 
markably fin** looking band, of real rare hors** con- 
formation and of uniform good size. h*qit* and sub- 
stance. The colts also show all the graceful lines 
of their "daddy.” 

(if l In* thirty mares now on the farm twenty- five 
were bred tliis year to Runnymede. Tlie wonderful 
producer Salvalrix. by Salvation - Install.-! trix. by 
Brutus, was mated with Voorhees. Kalvatriv is tin* 
dam of Madge F.. Durban!. Vcnetia. Knvilla and 
other good winners and lias made a record similar 
to that of Georgia VI.. tin* dam of a dozen winners. 
Georgia YI. was a daughter of tin* late Senator 
Stanford's sire Flambeau, and was for years one 
of the breeding "jewels" at Napa Stock Farm. 
Among her daughters is Dariuna. tin* dam of B. F. 
Carman’s good winner ( 'armandale. Another daugh- 
ter. Georgia Girl, by Solitaire II.. is the dam of 
well -known horses. Some years hack when Georgia 
VI. was living, then* were eighty mares on the 
farm. Old age took quite a number and then Iasi 
fall a strange disease was fatal to fifteen. 

Mr. Spreckels is giving plenty of opisirtunities to 
daughters <f Solitaire, and rightly so. it seems, as 
Solitaire comes from a line of sires famous for its 
brood mare strain. He was a son of Ayrshire, and 
bis grand sire Hampton and his great grandsire Lord 
'llfilcn an* equally noted for siring brood mures. 
Voorhces. from the Flambeau mare Carnation II.. 
carries along the male line of Solitaire at the farm. 

There are some Star Shoot mares at Napa Sleek 
Farm that both Mr. Spreckels and Walter de ltrette- 
v ill**, superintendent of the stud establishment. Indd 
in niuoh favor. Riiitnyuied** is an especially happy 
nick for tin* daughters of Star Shoot, as bis second 
dam. Dancing Water, is by Isom, my. tlie grandsire of 
Star Shoot. 

Dr. I.eggo. hj I’uryear D. — Sevens, one of the most 
popular horses that ever looked through a bridle in 
California, is not represented nni qig the yearlings, 
but some of the foals have hint as a sire. Dr. Leggo 
is as playful as a kitten for all of his eighteen 
years, llis cut has changed since retirement to 
tin* stud front a medium bright bay to a deep 
brownish tinge.

Willis Sharpe Kilmer became Iter owner, 
and she is now practically priceless. Sin* was bred 
to bis favorite Sun Briar last year and is now suck- 
ling a fine young daughter at Sun Briar Court. 
This pair, dam and daughter, if offered at public 
sale in England, would probably bring an astonish- 
ing price, but they are loyal Americans and will 
continue as bright ornaments of American breeding.

On tin* site from 
which tin* executive building will be removed a 
commodious clubhouse will he built. A new execu- 
tive building will he constructed on tin* opposite 
side of the saddling shed, which is to be made 
longer and deeper. These improvements will have 
been completed before the beginning of tlie Novem- 
: bet* meeting at Prince George Park and in future 
I there will Im* comfortable shelter for considerably 
ni, ire than twice as many persons as have Im*<*ii 
j taken care of through past meetings. Efforts are 
1 being made to improve the condition and texture of 
Bowie going right along, lint this must be done 

gradually. The soil „u which tt track lies 

cannot lie tampered with with impunity. 

A better train schedule will lie arranged for tlie 
accommodation of Washington and Baltimore patrons 
I of Bowie racing by tlie interurhaii electric line and 
i an , ffort will be made to induce the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to build the projected spur from tlie 
I Pop,*-; Creek division of the line at a point about 
one mile south of the town of Bowie into the 
track. The building of this spar and the institution 
j of steam railway service between Washington and 
Baltimore and Bowie will improve the track's trans- 
portation 150 per cent.

Apollo Defeated the Great Runnymede. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky.. April 13. -With the wide- 
spread interest that is being shown in tlie 192(1 re- 
newal i f the Kentin ky Derby, now only a few 
week' away, veterans of the turf are bringing to 
light ineidents in eonneetioit with the running of 
the historic event iii bygone days. 

Perhaps the most interesting of these rein inis 
■•cnees has t u do with the tirst great upset that oc- 
curred in the race, back In 1882. Previous to that 
year all of the favorites for the big race by no 
means scored, but up to that time there hail been 
no great surprise in the event. 

During the winter of 1 SSI - 1 882 Runnymede was 
i -triuig < hoiee fur this important race, lie went 
I into winter quarters with the prestige of being the 
real star among the two-year-olds of lssl. He had 
been bought from his breeders. Bowen .V Clay, by 
Dwyer Bros, for 813.900 and was regarded by them 
as even a In-Cel- prnspeel than his brother. Barnes. 
the racing stars of 1880-1881. 

During the winter preceding the Derby of 1 s82 
good reports came from the training quarters of this 
son of Billet, with the result that a fortune was 
wagered on bis chain i s in the winter liooks. causing 
his price io be cm to t In* shortest figure ever of- 
fered against a. winter favorite for the race. Hi~ 
owners had sent Hindoo to Kentueky the year pre- 
vious and that great performer had made a s|mw of 
his opposition in, tlie stake, so the prestige of the 
members of tlie great Brooklyn stable reached from 
ocean to ocean. 

In later years James R. Keene, with his Fasti. •- 
toll -tired horses and others he deveIo|ied from marts 
secured from the Bitter Root Stud of Marcus Italy, 
enjoyed wonderful success in racing, lint great as 
were the triumphs of his racing string from 1905 to 
the close of Pans. j|< record had little mi that scored 
by the horses raced by Dwyer Bros, in the early and 
middle eighties. 

To tell the history of this remarkable stable is 
to recount the deeds of other stars besides Runny - 
mode. Hindoo and Barnes, embracing such great 
favorites as Hanover. Bramble. Miss Woodford. In- 
spector B.. Hew Drop. Kingston. George Kinney, 
Onondaga. Paiiiqne. KingfMi, Charley Gorman, 
Millie. Potomac, ltaeelaml. Banquet. Don Alnnzi. 
Joe Cotton. Rhadamaiitlius and the unbeaten Trc- 
niont. 

RUNNYMEDE WAS POPULAR. 

As the date for the running of the Derby ap- 
proached. Runnymede increased in popularity and 

oil the eve of the rare he was quoted at even money 
by the layers. At post time In was an odils-on fa- 
vorite and regarded as a certain winner by all 
supposed good judges. 

There had <nine up from the south that year a 
rather ordinary looking gelding named Apollo, in 
the stable of Green IS. Morris. Mr. Morris bought 
Apollo in t li«- spring of Ins), when the future Ken 
lucky Derby- winner was a two yi'.ar-old. He was 
not raced at all at that age. In the spring of that 
year Henry Brewii. a Kentucky trailer, had 
A|m»IIo in ids cure and. while working him one 
morning with another horse, the latter carried tlie 
future crack out till the way around the course, the 
pair I icing pulled up a mile in i : |s. 

This work, of course, was too severe for a two- 
year old so early in the spring, so Apollo was sent 
by Iii' owner. D. Swigerl. to Stnekwood Farm, near 
Midway. Ky.. and turned out. In a few y ek* Mr. 
Morris made a visit to the place, ami though the colt 
was poor in flesh, eotieludial to buy him. He secured 
Apollo by paying Swigert .<1.299 in cash, with a 
promise of $390 more should the cult win the Ken- 
tucky Derby the following spring. 

It may lie incidentally remarked here that at 
that time the Kentueky breeder had im idea that 
Apello was a future Derby winner, lie had. how- 
ever. sold two colts previously which had proved 
winners of the Churchill Downs event in Baden 
Itaden and Hindoo and. as Apollo was closely re- 
lated to Malilstiek. a high-class race horse and a 
lemi'villc Clip winner. Swigert felt that it was not 
certain by any menus that Apollo should lie a fail- 
ure a> a racer of good class. ||e reasoned that 
should lie prove as good a horse as Mahl'liik lie 
would have a Derby winning eliam-e. ami so he 
added 83(31 to the price lie asked Morris. 

Morris, in due time, -hipped Apollo to New <ir- 
tleaus and. while still a two-year-old. lie had him 
gelded and made no effort to train him to any cx- 
tent until the time came to begin giving him hard 
work for Iii' three-year old campaign. The gelding 
proved a generous doer and. having grown and 
spread out during the winter, looked all over a good 
I torse. 

Still, no one was liold enough to even suggest the 
possibility of Hie rugged -looking gelding ever being 
able to heat a colt with the reputation possessed 
by Runuyiiiede. 

FIRST START IN PICKWICK. 

A P- iio's first start was in tlie Eickwiek Stakes at 
New Orleans. He was beaten, but Morris did not 
like the appear . in of tin- race and ran him hark in 
a few day - in the Cottrill Slakes, against the same 
-orl of opposition, putting up on him his exorcise 
hoy, ‘"Balie” llnrd. Apollo won that stake in a 
eautcr and. tlam going on to .Memphis, continued 
his winning career. 

Filially lie reached Louisville to meet hi- Derby 
engagiment. liuril continued to ride him in his 

races and had tin mount III the Derby. To this day 
excuses are offered for Runny mode's defeat in the 
great rare by Apollo. Heavy track conditions were 
held to luivo contributed to the son of Billet's down- 
fall. Then again, it had (lei'll claimed I luit lie was 
not just keyed up lo a bard race, at a mile and 
a half, the Derby being Ills first start as a threo- 
year-ohl. 

Tile truth, however, is that Ap"lh>. under all con- 
dition- that day. was the liettrr luirso. He never 
for a moment left the outcome ill doubt and. while 
Riuiti.vnioile turned the tables mi him a few days 
later in the Clark Stakes, tlie distance was a quar- 
ter of a mile shorter titan the Derby route. 

Runny mode was one of the best -looking horses 
that ever rail in tlie Derby. He was more finished 
in appearance titan his noted brother, Barnes, a 
rathe! coarse horse. After he was taken back east, 
lie won tlie Tidal Stakes and other races, but lie 
died y oung. Apollo afterward won many good ran s 
as a three and four-year-old. Brighter stars have 
won the Kentucky Derby, but he was better than 
an average performer and Kill ever enjoy a merited 
place in the annals of the turf.

Canadian Maritime Provinces Have Splendid Waters 
for "Sport of Kings.” 



Salmon fishing is known a< "the sport of kings.” 
and from this it may 1«* inferred that it is not a 
pastime for the ]*oor man, unless he happens to live 
near a good river, lias a pull with the lessee or a 
favorite guardian, or knows a friend who can outfit 
him with the necessary rod and taekle and secure 
for him the fishing privileges. 

There are really plenty of places in New Bruns- 
wick or Nova Scotia where anyone can fi>li without 
much trouble or a great deal of expense, but it 
must be remembered that the outfit for salmon 
angling is expensive. The right kind of a rod 
costs good money. Flies tire not at all cheap, while 
the easts and lines have equally ascended along 
with everything else in these days of rising prices. 

The visiting angler, therefore, lni^st pay the price 
and the price varies. ^ There are fishing clubs in 
Canada where only the wealthy ones can foregather. 
These are exclusive clubs where the qualifications 
for membership are largely governed by the com- 
mercial rating of the members. These tire men to 
whom money is no object in the pursuit of their 
favorite pastime. 

There are other clubs maintained on more demo- 
cratic principles where the fees are not so high. 
There are clubs where visitors are made welcome 
and clubs that give fishing privileges for a moderate 
r«sl fee. There are places where the individual can 
go without other restraint than the mm -resident 
license in New Brunswick $25 for salmon and $Kl 
for trout: in Nova Scotia $5 for three months, or 
$Kl for six months. But guides and cauocmen will 
tie required, and the expenses of camping must be 
taken into consideration. 

The expenses for transportation are. after all. the 
lightest part of it. for splendid fishing can be ob- 
tained at places that are easy to reach. From 
Boston to Yarmouth, for instance, is only a night's 
journey hy steamer. Trains of the ('allodia I) Na- 
tional Railways leaving Yarmouth iu the morning 
will convey the fishermen to the Mersey River or 
the Medway in half a day. 

From Montreal it is not a long journey to Mata- 
pedia or to the salmon streams of Gaspe. From St. 
John one call reach the Mirainiclii. or the Nepisiquit. 
in New Brunswick, or go through to ( ’ape Breton 
and fish on the Margaree. There is good salmon 
fishing also at Musquodoboit. not far from Halifax. 

In a word, good salmon fishing is not so difficult 
to obtain, lint it takes time and costs money. It is 
“the sport of kings." 

Trout fishing in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
is a different proposition. The average man. at a 
reasonable cost, can have plenty of the very best 
kind. In Nova Scotia the wonderful chains of lakes 
and connecting rivers, especially around Lakes 
Kedjumikujik and Rossigmd. offer the best oppor- 
tunities for an outing that call be made most en- 
joyable. This country is reached by the Canadian 
National between Halifax and Yarmouth. There is 
tine trout fishing at places along the line from Dart- 
mouth. N. S.. to the Musquodnhoits. ami some grand 
trout fishing in various places in Cape Breton. 

Prince Edward Island has rivers that tire excep- 
tionally good for sea trout. The Cain's River in 
New Brunswick is famous, and so is the fliarlo. the 
Jaequct River, the Tahusiutae and the Rartihog. 

There are many other places, of course. These tire 
just :l few of the most likely places. The Maritime 
Provinces of Canada aliound in attractions for the 
angler, the lug game limiter and the summer tourist.

General AA'cather Forecast: Fair weather will

President Wilson yesterday appointed the railroad 
labor board and called a meeting of the cabinet 
today to discuss “the general situation.” White 
House officials refused to admit the unauthorized 
railroad strike prompted the call, hut it is under- 
stood the strike situation will be the principal sub- 
ject of discussion when the cabinet members meet. 
This is tin- first cabinet meeting called hy the 
President since he returned from liis western trip 
last September “n very sick man.” Since his ill- 
ness lie lias seen only a few members of his official 
family. The newly chosen railroad labor Liard is 
made up of the following men: Representing the

Representing 
the employes — Albert Phillips, A. O. Wharton and 
James J. Forrester. The Liard will be authorized 
to meet in Washington at once to take iqi the 
grievances of the railroad employes now on strike. 
The nominations went to the Senate at noon yester- 
day and prompt action bv that body is expected, 
finder tile transportation act the railroad labor 
Liard is the court of last resort in disputes L*- 
tween the roads and their employes. Its first work, 
after considering the present strike, will lw to take 
up the whole railroad wage question, which lias 
1 been pending for nearly a year. The Liard is to 
establish permanent headquarters at Chicago, and 
its nieniL'rs will devote all of their time to the 
work. They will receive salaries of $16,0110 a year 
each. 

An army airplane remodeled to carry eight ma- 
chine gnus has been sent to the Mexican border 
for official test. In addition to the two guns 
synchronized to fire between the propelh-r blades, 
the plane lias two fixed guns set to fire through 
the floor of the pilot’s cockpit, two on the upper 
gun mount and two to fire through the floor of the 
observer's cockpit. In some planes the floor guns 
will lie mounted so as to permit flexible aiming. 
Other inventions ready for testing Ii.v army fliers 
include a new model gyroscopic compass, weighing 
only seventeen pounds, and a heater for oxygen to 
he used in high altitudes. 

Deporta l ion of 390 of the S.immi persons arrested in 
the radical raids made hy the Department of Justice 
against tile communist and communist labor parties 
several months ago lias been ordered by the depart- 
ment of labor. A review issued hy the department 
said 1.323 of tile eases finally had Iwen disposed of 
with 933 dismissals ordered. From December 29 to 
April 6 a total of 5.711 warrants were issued 
against radical aliens and 3.000 of these were served.
